Oullom's Boom.

An interesting story is in circulation 


here concerning a senatorial syndicate 
that has, it is said, been formed for the 
purpose of promoting Senator Cnllom to 
the Presidency. It is claimed that no 
long ago sixteen or eighteen of the most 
prominent senators on the Republican 
aide happened to be in one of the com 
mittee rooms, and in the absence o: 
other topics of conversation began the 
discussion of the presidential prospects 
for 1892. Every man in the room, it is 
said, was dissatisfied with the administra- 
tion of President Harrison. Each in turn 
described the political feeling in the state 
he represented to be antagonistic to the 
President, and several asserted that, in 
their opinion, if the nominating conven- 
tion were to be held now, Gen. Harrison 
could not carry even his own state. In 
canv868:ng the men available for the 
nomination some one suggested Senator 
Cnllom as possessing all the qualifica- 
tions necessary and the suggestion was 
heartily assented to. The story goes 
that a compact was than formed by the 
senators present for the purpose of pro- 
moting Cnllom'a nomination. The prop 
agands waa to be carried on quietly 
through the political friends and adhe- 
rents of the various gentlemen present, 
for it was agreed that the best policy 
was to make as little noise about the 
matter as possible. 


Senator Cnllom insists that he has no 


information on the subject; that while 
he would like to be President of the 
United States he is not in a position to 
make an active canvass and ia not aware 
of any organization in his support. Two 
or three of the senators who are reported 
to Lave been present admit thatCullom's 
prospects as a candidate were the subject 
of conversation at an informal interview, 
but they deny that any compact was en- 
tered into or that there is any organized 
movement in his support.

An Enumeration Padded to the Extent 


of Sixty Thousand. 


ST. PAUL, Minn., July ia—The re- 


port on the census frauds in Minneapo- 
lis yesterday afternoon by Superintend- 
snt Porter to Attorney-General Cotton, 
now In St. Paul, created a great sensa- 
tion in both cities. The evidence of 
padding Is complete and overwhelming, 
[n the 11 districts recounted under Spe- 
cial Agent Boudinott a discrepancy of 
9,579 names was found; that is, the re- 
count showed that many names less 
than tho dally reports sent to the bu- 
reau by tho Minneapolis enumerators. 


Tho differences between the actual 


returns, the daily postal card reports 
and the recount leave no doubt as to 
what occurred. 
Many enumerators, 


cither under Instructions or of their own 
motion, sent in daily reports to Wash- 
ington far beyond tho population of 
their districts, and whon tho arrests 
were made, June 17, became frightened 
nnd cut down their actual returns. 
For 


Instance 
in district 401 the enumera- 


tor's postal card returns indicated a 
population of 2.2IW, but after the ar- 
rests he cut his actual returns to 478. 


The recount shows an actual popula- 


tion of 310, indicating that the enumer- 
Dtor, in his alarm, had cut his report 
far below tho actual population.

Children Cry tor Pitcher's Castoria. 


During the heavy rain storm of yeeter- 


noon nt about i o'clock a railroad horror 
occurred at Long Creek Station on the 
Indianapolis, Decatur & Western rail- 
way, which resulted in killing two men, 
injuring a colored 
man, disabling a 


810,000 trotting mare, killing a number 
of hogs and damaging railway property. 
It was a reur-end collision, the responsi- 
bility for which unquestionably rests 
upon the men in charge of the two 
trains. 
James Hines, n married man 


with a family nt Grepnsburg, Ind., was 
killed outright, as was also a stranger 
whose name could not be learned. Rob- 
ert Willmme, colored, had his arm broken 
in two pliioes nnd wns cut and bruised on 
the body. 


It appeurd that the freight trains, in 


sections, were run out of Decatur for the 
east nfter 2 o'clock. The first was a train 
of 22 cars, in charge of Conductor John 
Snecd. lu tlie caboose were the con- 
ductor nnd Urakeman, J. T. Collins, a 
traveling salesman from Tuscola, and 
the stranger. In the car ahead were two 
race horses that had been at the Decatur 
meeting. They are the property of L. D. 
Larabie, of Deer Lodge, Montana, and 
have been in charge of Buck Diokerson, 
of Greensburg, Ind. With the horses at 
the time of the collision were James 
Hines and Bob Williams. The horses 
were in the west end of the car, facing 
east, and Hines was walking about in 
the car. 
Bob was lying on his back 


among the sulkies and blankets. In 
front of this horse car was a carload of 
hogs. The train had got stalled on tho 
grade east of the station and had backed 
up to get a freeh start. The engine was 
out of order and about three-quarters of 
hour stop was made. It was while the 
train wos standing that the collision 
occurred, with the results above stated. 


The colliding train was one of twelve 


cars of hogs, in charge of the Deoatur 
switch crew, and the force of the shock 
was such as to telescope the three for- 
ward cars, dismantling the 
colliding 


engine. 


The escape of tho traveling man and 


conductor is best told by J. T, Collins. 
He said: "We had backed up in (ho heavy 
rain to make the grade. The briikomim 
got off to go back and ling the approach- 
ng train. He hid time to go 50 to 100 
yards, when I looked out of the door to 
iee thnt a train was approving. I shut 
the door, supposing the train would 
come up to within a few feet nnd stop- 


'. was washing my hands when something 
mpelled me to look out again and theu I 
realized the danger. I jumped off just 
n time to escape death, as did also the 
conductor. A hasty effort was made to 
get the stranger, who was dozing, to get 
'ff, but he failed to realize his danger and 
ost his life. The wreck of the train was 
wful. I worked for two hours in get- 
ing out the dead nnd the horses. Hines 
was found dead under Reality, and Bcb 
wne lying between Iteality nnd Tyro. 
'oth horses were quivering with fright. 
When Tyro got on his feet he trotted oil 
ipparently unhurt, but Heuliti/ is bndly 
njured.
